PREFACE 


This unique tool for growth, Contact Cards: An Extrater- 
restrial Divination System, is the result of many years of 
investigation and experience with the standard tarot, other 
divination systems, the subject of UFOs, and the explo- 
ration of spiritual energy in its various expressions. 

However, this knowledge was accumulated not only 
through research, but through firsthand involvement as 
well. Kim Carlsberg has the dubious honor of participating 
in ongoing contacts with extraterrestrial “visitors” in a form 
of human/alien interaction that has come to be known as 
“abduction.” Through innumerable contacts over her life- 
time, she has amassed a great deal of knowledge concern- 
ing the aliens, other-dimensional realms, and the higher 
energies employed in the aliens’ technology. 

In addition, through these experiences Kim has gained a 
new perspective on the beauty and wonders of life, nature, 
and the environment right here on planet Earth. This div- 
ination system was an inspiration born of her growing abili- 
ty to perceive all life as “one” and her recognition that each 
being, be it human, animal, tree, stone, or alien, is a symbol- 
ic aspect and reflection in its own way of all other forms in 
creation. 

Darryl Anka was inspired to begin researching UFOs 
after two close-range, broad-daylight sightings in 1973. In 
each case, the UFO was a dark, metallic, triangular craft 
about thirty feet on each side. 

Both sightings were witnessed by friends who were 
with him at those times, and each lasted for at least a full 
minute. In the first instance, the craft glided smoothly away 
over the horizon; the second ship accelerated straight up in 
an instant.

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Eventually, Darryl’s research led him to accumulate 
knowledge on metaphysical subjects such as channeling. 
After further study, he became a practicing channel for an 
extraterrestrial consciousness known as “Bashar,” whose 
teachings focus on the nature of consciousness and reality 
and how each person can learn to manifest a more creative 
and joyful life. Additionally, Darryl learned the traditional 
tarot and has given readings since 1972. 

Kim and Darryl’s first project together was a book about 
Kim’s alien abduction experiences, Beyond My Wildest 
Dreams: Diary of a UFO Abductee. The book was authored by 
Kim and illustrated by Darryl, who has also been a special- 
effects illustrator in the film industry. It was published by 
Bear & Company in the fall of 1995.

INTRODUCTION 


| can be said that the universe is divided into two separate 
aspects: the visible and the invisible. We can perceive the 
rocks and trees around us, but we cannot see the gravity 
that keeps everything firmly in place. We have done a fair 
job of creating scientific devices that allow us to detect some 
of these invisible energies, such as ultraviolet light, x-rays, 
and other forms of electromagnetic radiation, but the major- 
ity of the cosmos still remains undetectable by us. 

The exterior universe is not the only thing that is com- 
posed of visible and invisible elements. Humans, and per- 
haps all living creatures, are a combination of both visible 
physical “hardware”—our bodies—and invisible energetic 
“software”—our minds or consciousnesses. 

Like gravity, our minds have a very real effect in the 
physical world. Yet no one has been able to pin down just 
exactly what or where the mind is, nor where it comes from. 
Is the mind—that is, our ability to think, imagine, intuit, 
and create—simply a side effect of the physical brain’s elec- 
trochemical activity? Or, as many people believe, does the 
mind result when pure nonphysical consciousness projects 
itself into physical form, as in the concept of spiritual incar- 
nation? 

Regardless of the answer, many of us possess a curiosity 
to know more about our invisible inner selves. To that end, 
several tools have been created over the course of human 
history to help us map the hidden terrain of our conscious, 
subconscious, and unconscious realms, just as telescopes 
and space probes have helped us to map the heavens. 
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Psychology is one such tool. However, like any device, 
its ability to discover new information is limited by one 
major factor: It was designed by people who had a precon- 
ceived idea of what they wanted the tool to find. Thus, the 
tool can only “reveal” what it was created to find—the orig- 
inal preconceived notion. Unfortunately, many people 
using such disciplinary tools often believe that once the tool 
has revealed a specific answer to a question, there are no 
other answers that can apply. This is not to say that psychol- 
ogy is without merit. When used with sensitivity and intu- 
ition, it can bring about penetrating insights into the nature 
of the human mind. 

During the years we have spent researching UFOs and 
extraterrestrial contact, it has become clear that the phe- 
nomenon is not limited to the visible, physical universe. 
There are strong indications that alien contact, in the form 
of telepathic communication, may also be taking place 
within the deep levels of our intangible consciousnesses. 

It is for this reason, and because humans are now begin- 
ning to realize we are not alone in the universe, that we feel 
the timing is appropriate for a new tool: Contact Cards: An 
Extraterrestrial Divination System. 

Tools such as tarot cards and other oracular—or divina- 
tion—systems are usually the products of the intuitive, cre- 
ative level of our minds. The advantage to this is that the 
subconscious mind has been used to create a tool that 
speaks directly in the language of the subconscious: picto- 
graphic symbols. 

We all know that when we are visiting a foreign coun- 
try, if we have learned to speak the local language we get a 
much deeper, more complex, and richer understanding of 
the culture than if we rely upon a stilted, literal translation 
in our native tongue. In the country of the subconscious 
mind, a single picture is truly worth a thousand words. 
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With this in mind (so to speak), we believe that the 
images contained in Contact Cards will speak directly to the 
subconscious minds of the seeker and the reader. They will 
therefore assist in revealing the inner-realm dialogues that 
we believe already may be happening between the subcon- 
scious minds within humanity and the corresponding men- 
tal levels within extraterrestrial intelligences. 

To complement the artistic nature of the cards and to 
reinforce the symbolic approach required to more easily 
access the subconscious mind of the seeker, each Contact 
Card has been given a story to help define its unique ener- 
getic quality. Each suit has also been given its own style of 
story so that the conscious mind will not become too famil- 
iar with how the information is delivered and start to fall 
back on preconceived notions. This way, the reader’s intu- 
ition is always engaged and is free to interpret each card as 
it sees fit. 

We believe that everyone possesses some connection to 
extraterrestrial energy, since everything in the universe is 
part of the One. However, we would like to remind the 
reader and/or the seeker using this divination tool to apply 
the connections and guidance he or she might discover to 
his or her life on Earth. In this way, we remain grounded 
rather than assuming that all life’s challenges will be solved 
by “escaping” to the stars. 


Suits 


Contact Cards: An Extraterrestrial Divination System has 
been designed to contain five different suits: Aliens, Ships, 
Stars, Planets, and Crop Circles. There are twelve cards in 
each suit, totaling sixty cards. 

Though each card symbolizes a unique quality, these 
five suits were chosen because of how they reflect the arche- 
typal elements of a spiritual quest: 
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e Aliens represent the person who is seeking 
knowledge. 


e Ships reflect the “vehicle”—that is, the style of 
expression or personal behavior—the seeker uses on 
his or her journey through life. 


e Stars illuminate the energy of the goal, outcome, and 
transformation the seeker desires. 


e Planets represent the situation or environment in 
which the seeker finds himself or herself at present. 


e Crop Circles symbolize the advice, messages, and 
guidance available to the seeker. 


These designations do not mean that the suits specifical- 
ly represent these qualities in every reading—only that they 
lend these energy traits to the reading as a whole. In other 
words, the suits form a kind of underlying template or 
foundation for each reading. 

The deck functions holographically in that this template 
provides continuity and clarity for each individual card as 
well as for each spread of cards. Therefore, in the five-card 
spread, for example, where positions one through five rep- 
resent the five archetypal elements (see “Layouts”), those 
positions can be filled with any card, rather than with cards 
from only a single suit. 

The Aliens and Ships that were chosen for this divina- 
tion system were picked from a wide range of reported con- 
tacts and UFO sightings. Though many types of beings and 
crafts have been seen, we narrowed our selections to those 
we believe are most intimately involved with humanity’s 
evolution and spiritual growth at the present time. This 
belief is based on reports of spiritual acceleration and 
expanded knowledge concerning the nature of conscious- 
ness as a direct result of such contacts. 
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Choosing the Stars and Planets was more straightfor- 
ward. The planets of our solar system have long been asso- 
ciated with various energies and archetypal symbols 
through the practice of astrology. We felt it was appropriate 
to continue that tradition. At the same time, we wanted to 
acknowledge how the science of astronomy has expanded 
our awareness of the amazing variety of stellar phenomena 
that fills the heavens—interesting and unusual star systems 
that unknown alien civilizations may call home. 

Crop Circles represent one of the strangest occurrences 
unfolding on Earth, though most people are still unaware 
that they exist. Huge geometric designs have been appear- 
ing for years—possibly hundreds of years—in the crop 
fields of farmers around the world, but primarily in the 
fields of England near sacred sites like Stonehenge. 

Stalks of wheat, barley, and other grains are laid 
down—bent and flattened—into ornate patterns by some 
mysterious force. These “agriglyphs,” as they are some- 
times called, are always formed in the dark of night and ina 
matter of only minutes, even though many of these crop cir- 
cle patterns are hundreds of feet across and mathematically 
complex. 

There have been sightings of unusual lights in the sky 
prior to the formation of many of the circles. It still remains 
a speculation, UFO theories aside, as to what these lights 
might be and whether they are connected to the creation of 
the crop patterns. 

Despite a few verified hoaxes and claims by some 
people that they are responsible for creating the glyphs, 
thousands of genuine crop circles have exhibited character- 
istics, such as cell-structure mutation in the wheat stalks, 
that are beyond the capabilities of human technology. As 
such, the crop circle phenomenon remains a genuine 


mystery. 
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Shadow Qualities 


Many divination systems, such as the traditional tarot, 
incorporate the concept of a “shadow side” to each of the 
cards—a polarized, opposing, and usually negative energy 
that represents the dark side of each positive symbol. Often, 
this shadow quality is reflected when a card is drawn in an 
upside-down position. 

Because light and dark energies are inherent in all situa- 
tions in life, we have blended the positive (light) and nega- 
tive (shadow) qualities of each Contact Card within its 
respective definition. There is no upside-down position to 
the Contact Cards, and no distinct line is drawn between 
what represents either a positive or a negative layout of the 
cards. It is up to the reader of the cards to use his or her dis- 
cernment and psychic sensitivity in determining how the 
light or shadow attributes apply in any given reading. 

Finally, to reinforce the light and dark aspects of each 
card equally, the central images have been rendered in 
black and white. 


LAYOUTS 


here are five recommended ways to read Contact Cards, 

as illustrated in the spreads on the following page. 
However, experienced tarot and divination-system practi- 
tioners may wish to experiment using this deck in other 
configurations to gain more detailed insights or simply 
because other methods are more familiar or preferred. The 
layouts consist of the following: one-, three-, five-, seven-, 
and nine-card spreads. 


Insight 


The first method is the single-card draw. This spread is 
helpful when the seeker desires a quick insight or an illumi- 
nating energy that defines the now moment or the outcome 
most likely to manifest from present circumstances. 


Triad 


The second method consists of three cards laid out in a 
triangle. The first card symbolizes the challenge at hand, the 
second card calls upon the message of guidance, and the 
third card signifies the probable outcome if the guidance is 
followed. 


Pentagram 


The third method is a spread of five cards. This is the 
standard spread for Contact Cards, as each position perfect- 
ly mirrors the energies of the five suits. The cards are laid in 
a crosslike spiral-galaxy formation proceeding from the left 
through the bottom, middle, and top to the final position on 
the right.

Sample Layout Spreads 
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As in general with the suits, these five positions now 
specifically represent (1) the seeker and his or her hopes, 
fears, and goals; (2) the conditions, circumstances, and other 
formative factors involved in why the seeker is asking for 
insight; (3) any messages from guides or from within the 
seeker's life that may be invisible; (4) the process or journey 
required to create the seeker’s desired outcome; and (5) the 
most likely outcome based on the seeker’s present energy 
and willingness to incorporate the guiding messages. If the 
final card does not produce the desired result, it will contain 
insights as to what direction the seeker must explore in 
order to get on track. 


Starburst 


The fourth method is a spread of seven cards. These are 
laid out like a starburst, with the initial card in the center 
and the remaining six surrounding it in a clockwise circle, 
beginning in the two o’clock position. 

This spread delves into more explicit details, once again 
beginning with (1) the challenge, question, or circumstances 
at hand. It then moves through and explores (2) the seeker’s 
beliefs and definitions of life that have manifested the 
present conditions; (3) the seeker’s emotional tapestry that 
results from the foundational beliefs and thus can be used 
to illuminate what type of definitions may be causing the 
emotional patterns; (4) the thought patterns that define the 
seeker’s choices in life; and (5) the actions that are the 
behavior that extends from the seeker’s beliefs, emotions, 
and thoughts. 

Card 6 has a powerful role in this spread. It illuminates 
the best process or energy state necessary to understand the 
four foundational patterns currently in force and to alter 
each one in a way that will produce (7) the desired outcome 
if these adjustments are attended to. 
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If the seeker is unwilling to process and transform the 
information revealed in this spread, it will show in the 
outcome card, as the hoped-for result will not manifest. 
Instead, the final position will indicate what will happen if 
the seeker does not rise to the challenge of exploring and 
transforming his or her template energies. 


Spiral 


The fifth spread contains nine cards laid out consecu- 
tively in three rows of three. By their order they mirror the 
energy of a “creation spiral,” an ancient symbol known to 
many native cultures and representing the creative force in 
nature. 

These positions signify (1) the desired goal; (2) the 
strongest fear of the seeker; (3) the immediate obstacles cre- 
ated by this fear; (4) the lessons to be learned by turning the 
obstacles into opportunities; (5) the best process by which 
the seeker can begin this transformation; (6) the insights 
that can be gained on this journey; (7) the intention that 
must be present for success; (8) the actions necessary to be 
in alignment with the intention; and (9) the outcome of 
adhering to the advice, or the shadow result of moving 
ahead before the seeker has accomplished the inner work 
suggested by the spread.

i alien card represents a different energy dynamic, 
symbolic not only of the various extraterrestrial cultures 
depicted, but also of the corresponding qualities expressed 
in humanity. All of the alien types shown in Contact Cards 
are modeled after beings that have been reported by many 
people during the past several decades either as face-to-face 
contacts, astral encounters, or telepathic communications. 

In such cases where an extraterrestrial was said to be a 
higher-dimensional, nonphysical being, a graphic represen- 
tation has been created for this system according to the 
quality of the energy or personality perceived. In the case of 
Sirius, a dolphin acts as an additional symbol since it is 
believed that dolphins may be in telepathic contact with 
Sirian consciousness. They also represent a nonhuman intel- 
ligence cohabitating Earth. 

All alien symbols depicted in the border of each Alien 
card are authentic as reported by eyewitness accounts.

very day is the same schedule, the android thought, 
which was fine with him because that’s all he knew.

The android followed the same route he always took 
through the flying saucer factory, where many other 
androids like himself hand-built beautiful spaceships that 
were famous throughout the universe for their precision. 
But he didn’t notice their beauty because his only job was to 
notice whether they measured up to specifications. 

From time to time, as the android fulfilled his task, 
checking this, inspecting that, he would overhear the 
Masters telling tales of the fantastic places that they had dis- 
covered while journeying in these ships. However, the 
android could not appreciate the magic of faraway worlds 
and exotic beings that were experienced by the Masters. He 
had to measure the width of the seams on the antigravity 
generator casings; they had to be just right. 

Over the course of his life, the android had overheard 
many stories of passion and glory, pain and sacrifice, and 
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the rise and fall of great empires—enough to fill the mem- 
ory banks of many androids. Since these powerful and 
emotional adventures were nothing more than bits of infor- 
mation that did not assist him in making more precise mea- 
surements, he erased them at the end of every shift without 
a second thought.

I wonder if I missed anything?

The Android card reminds us that it is very easy— 
indeed, automatic—for us to become stuck in the humdrum 
mode of materialism and survival. 

We must not allow the tendency of Western society to 
overproduce and to concentrate entirely on end results to 
keep us in straits. By embracing the present, by being in the 
eternal now and not focusing too strongly on our accom- 
plishments, we will be able to hear the whispers life is con- 
stantly sending our way. 

When we surrender to the knowledge that we are 
always supported abundantly, Spirit provides us with syn- 
chronistic shortcuts to obtaining our goals. If we are too 
narrowly focused, we will be closed off to these gifts and, 
additionally, we will miss the precious nuances of day-to- 
day living. 

We must learn to be precise and give attention to detail, 
but not to the exclusion of the overall picture. In other

words, we must take time to enjoy the path as well as the 
goal, for they are really one and the same. 

This card instructs us that in order to express our full 
potential, we must go beyond the limitations of our pro- 
gramming. We should constantly stretch by examining our 
beliefs, feelings, and behavior. 

This way, we interact from moment to moment with the 
rich emotional tapestry of our humanity instead of mun- 
danely reacting from conditioning. Survival patterns, origi- 
nally taught to us in childhood in order to protect us from 
real harm, can persist long after they are useful, creating 
resistance to new experiences. 

A life without curiosity, introspection, and motivation to 
change becomes blocked and stagnant. This card cautions 
us not to be like the android and find at the end of our days 
that we have been isolated by our limited programming 
from the magic life has to offer. The message of the android 
is to get out of our ruts—to do something different and to 
think in new ways.

ttention class! Come to order, please. Today’s lesson is 
one that I, as a genetic historian, find most fascinating. 
The variety of lizard/reptilian creatures—and the diverse 
avenues of evolution they have followed—is a subject that 
demands many hours of research to appreciate. Since all of 
you are studying to become engineers and not historians, 
the university requires I give you only a basic understand- 
ing of the subject. So it is my hope that someday you will 
take it upon yourselves to delve deeper into this engrossing 
subject. 

Because of the limitations of this class, we will focus on 
twentieth-century Earth, or Terra, where many split-offs of 
this reptilian species flourished at one time. Pulling from 
several recovered documents, the following were the 
standard definitions of the time: 
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Reptile: air-breathing vertebrate from the class 
reptilia. Characteristics include a three-chambered 
heart and a bony skeleton covered by dry scales 
or horny plates. Common reptiles are snakes, lizards, 
turtles, and crocodilians. 


Lizard: any scaly reptile having a long body, four 
legs, and a long tail, as in the chameleon, iguana, or 
gecko families. 


What is most intriguing about the findings of Earth his- 
tory in regard to this matter is not what was written, but 
what was obviously left out of their authorized recordings.

But the most critical warning echoed from the 
Zeta aspect of our future selves is to wait no longer to get 
personally involved in healing Mother Earth.

PLANETS 


he planet cards are based on our own solar system in

VENUS 


Log of the survey ship Wanderer.

enus is a sizable world, practically the twin of Sol 3, or 

Earth, though completely unlike Earth in its tempera- 
ment. This second planet from Sol is a sphere wrapped in 
enigmatic clouds that hide the surface from all but our most 
penetrating scanners.

Negatively, the energy of Venus could manifest as 
overindulgence and laziness, perhaps even to the extent of 
jealously hoarding energy and wealth instead of allowing it 
to flow. However, the second planet seems to exert a greater 
influence in the direction of appreciation and inspiration, 
and if experienced in pure form, it is more likely to radiate a 
strong, lasting, and unconditionally loving light. 

The powerful energy of Venus reflects all manifestations

of sensuality, both physically and aesthetically. It requires 
presence and balance when tapped, as it could become 
quite intoxicating, plunging us into wanton hedonism and 
vanity. Coupled with a mature appreciation, however, this 
energy can be effectively channeled into artistic expressions 
of great beauty and grace. 

Venus can ignite the heat of passion within any endeav- 
or or relationship. With positive intention, we can allow an 
incipient glow to bloom into radiance. However, if we suc- 
cumb to the smoldering heat of jealousy and rage, we 
might cause our desires to spontaneously combust. 

As Venus illustrates, we sometimes need to go against 
convention in order to shine. Great art, passionate poems, 
and epic love stories all stir our inner selves. We are inspired 
to feel alive and, quite often, to reach for something more in 
our lives. This impulse then causes us to attract new experi-

s the near twin of Venus, Earth also radiates a magnetic 

Goddess wave of energy that extends even to its nearby 
lunar companion, thus symbolizing mother and daughter. 

A vibrant world, full of life in a variety of forms, Earth 
is the only naturally inhabited planet in this solar system. 
However, some extraterrestrial races other than ourselves 
have created temporary bases on several of the system’s 
moons, including Earth's. 

There is abundant water on Earth, which reinforces the 
feminine qualities of birth and the supportive flow of emo- 
tion. It is responsible for the planet’s wild cornucopia of 
vegetation as well. 

Earth’s seasons symbolize regeneration and the fertility 
of nature, reflected not only in the verdant fields and forests 
but also in the resplendent array of animal life. Each species 
represents an aspect of the world’s collective consciousness. 

Earth’s companion moon, which the inhabitants call 
simply “Moon” or Luna, is relatively large in comparison to 
its parent planet, and it exerts a great influence upon terres- 
trial tides and temperaments. In fact, the Earth/Moon sys- 
tem could almost be considered a double planet, thus 
explaining why Earth’s inhabitants exhibit both the light 
and dark sides of their souls. 

Anyone living on Earth (or the Moon) would be in a 
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constant struggle to maintain balance, as they would be 
subject to the overwhelming polarized “tug of war” 
between Earth’s physically oriented energy and the Moon's 
subconscious and psychic symbolism. 

The metal gold is usually associated with Sol, which is a 
star. Among the planets, Earth inherits the honor of being 
associated with gold because that metal symbolizes the life 
force, and Earth is the planet of life in the Sol system. A suc- 
cinct encapsulation of Earth’s symbology could be 
expressed as the seed that bursts forth, transmuting the raw 
elements of nature into the material manifestation of life in 
all its diverse expressions. 

Silver—gold’s counterpart—is the metal that symbolizes 
all lunar activities and opens the doorway to the mysteries 
of mind and spirit as well as determining cycles of feminine 
power and arcane perception. Thus Earth and Moon are the 
day and night of nature respectively, forming a balance 
between the foundational, grounded Earth energy and the 
more ephemeral magnetism of the heavens.

The Earth/Moon card expresses the healing, nurturing 
power of nature and the Goddess energy. 

If Earth is smiling upon us, we are fortunate indeed. It 
means that renewal and regeneration will attend our con- 
stant search for our true selves and, if we have faith, ulti- 
mately allow us to reach our dreams of paradise. If the 
Moon is exerting its influence on us, we are being invited to 
explore, expand, and rely on our intuitive senses. 

This is the card of personal responsibility—not that we 
are responsible for others but that we are responsible to 
them and the world by being naturally who we are. When 
we resist or fight against our true nature, we spread our 
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unhappiness through the world, creating pollution, famine, 
and disease, both physically and spiritually. 

The Earth/Moon card implores us to tap the feminine 
energies of nature, to go within and emerge, as a flower 
blooms, with renewed appreciation for ourselves and all 
expressions of life. It is an acknowledgment that everything 
in the world—people, animals, plants, and rocks—is a 
reflection of some aspect of our collective soul. If we do not 
respect the diversity around us, we invalidate ourselves as 
well and will never find the unity and peace that we seek. 

If we do our job as caretakers, we will be able to drink 
deeply and forever of life’s abundance, without fear of lack. 
Nature works when we allow it to; there is enough for all 
when we live in balance with it. 

Drawing the Earth/Moon card signifies that, since 
Earth is home to the human race, it is time to get our house 
in order by going to our center and beginning with a per- 
sonal housecleaning. The Moon aspect reminds us that 
when we express our inner psychic talents, we are not sim- 
ply humans engaged in the spiritual experience—we are 
also spirits engaged in the human experience. 


SOL *: 


MARS

Excerpt from the survey of the Sol star system: 


he fourth planet in the Sol system has a concentrated 

intensity about it. The entire surface of Mars is covered 
by reddish dust and rock, the result of the oxidation of the 
iron that is the symbolic metal of this planet. 

It is evident from the polar caps and certain riverbed- 
like markings that scar the planet that at one time, perhaps 
millions of years ago, Mars had free-flowing water. Exactly 
what happened to change that and what rendered Mars 
into the bleak desert world we now find is unclear. 

It is possible that a barrage of meteors or comets might 
have scoured the planet's topography, blowing away the 
atmosphere and insuring that this little world would 
remain forever lifeless. This is an apt scenario, for our scan- 
ners associate Mars with the attributes of warfare, battle, 
and fiery emotional energy. 

Mars possesses two diminutive moons, appropriately 
named Phobos, which means fear, and Deimos, which 
means panic. Certainly those qualities are ever present 
where war runs rampant. Also, our analysis shows that 
these two rocky chunks may have been created by the 
destruction of Sol 5 (Maldek) and subsequently attracted to 
the orbit of Mars. This seems appropriate, as the remnants 
of destruction always echo the aftermath of war. 

Because it lacks a substantial atmosphere, Mars will 
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rapidly heat under the full light of Sol, but as soon as night's 
shadow falls, the world is plunged into bitter cold. The 
emotional or energetic analogy would reflect itself in 
extremes of temperament: one moment flooded with feroci- 
ty, the next by cold calculation. 

On the positive side, if properly balanced by construc- 
tive, conscious intention, these qualities can be sublimated 
into action, protection, self-assertion, and initiative. We can 
assume from these observations that Mars would be a pow- 
erful catalyst for positive change as long as its darker 
expressions are kept in check. 

Lastly, we have spotted the remnants of a civilization in 
the Cydonia region of the planet. The ruins appear to be a 
sphinxlike face of gigantic proportions in proximity to a 
cluster of roughly pyramidal structures. We sense there may 
be some ancient connection to similar structures on Sol 3, 
especially considering that the Earthly area where some of 
the oldest pyramids exist is called Cairo in the natives’ 
tongue, a word that translates as “Mars.” 

Therefore, the fierce energy of the red planet could also 
be construed as an ancient pattern in need of transmutation 


to a more ethereal state. 


The card of Mars is a double-edged sword. With virtue 
and gallant intention, we can wield it to cut through conflict 
and confusion with shining clarity; with fear or self-right- 
eousness, we succeed only in bloodying ourselves on the 
point of our impotent rage. 

We are warned to be on the lookout for old habits that 
constantly plunge us into war with ourselves and others. 
We are cautioned against blaming the world for our woes 
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and never facing the deep-set anger frozen within us that 
causes our frustrating failure to change our lives in the 
ways we desire. 

The warrior's path is a high calling, and when accepted 
without a negative emotional “charge,” it can induce 
uncompromising clarity in all our encounters and cut 
through all obstacles, just as light vanquishes shadow. 

The intensity and momentum of this energy can be 
focused to see things through from beginning to end—to 
wage a successful campaign and accomplish our goal. 

Warriors know how to follow the path of least resis- 
tance, though if confronted with opposing beliefs, they are 
not afraid to match point for point. However, our views 
about competition are changing. While in the past our 
notion of conflict implied that for every winner there must 
be a loser, we now know that everyone loses if we do not 
uphold the principle of a “win-win” scenario, where the 
outcome serves the best for all concerned. 

While possessing a connection to Earth, symbolized by 
the Martian and terrestrial sphinxes, Mars is also psychical- 
ly and emotionally bonded with Venus, the planet of attrac- 
tion, which counterpoints Mars’s energy of aggression. In 
drawing the sword of Mars, we must be cautious not to 
forcefully pursue what we are attracted to, for the chase can 
become an alluring trap. We must allow the attraction to 
work its own magic if it is to have lasting meaning. 

We are called to remember that if we feel the need to 
force our point of view upon someone for any reason, then 
we don’t have faith that our beliefs have the power to make 
changes naturally. If so, we will quickly find ourselves 
championing a lost cause.

MALDEK 


(Asteroid Belt) 


Log of the survey ship Wanderer. 
Excerpt from the survey of the Sol star system: 


his orbit is the site of a cosmic tragedy: the destruction of 

an ancient world that our psychotronic beams identify as 
Maldek. Only thousands of chunks of rocky debris now 
remain, circling Sol as though still attempting to retain plan- 
etary status. 

Upon first encountering the belt, we thought the aster- 
oids might represent a world that had never formed. 
However, by tracing many cometary orbits backward on 
our computers, we discovered that most of their trajectories 
began at the same spot within Maldek’s orbit several mil- 
lion years ago. 

By our calculations, it would appear that Maldek may 
have collided with another planetary body of some sort, 
possibly as that trespassing world charted an eccentric 
course through this system, leaving destruction in its wake. 
The combined asteroidal mass does not add up to form a 
world of sufficient size to occupy this orbit, so we suspect 
much of Maldek was scattered in all directions. The two 
Martian moons are nothing more than jagged chunks of 
rock, and we surmise they may be orphaned remnants of 
Maldek adopted by Martian gravity. 

Of course, this interpretation does not have to be literal 
in the corporeal sense. It can simply portend a great shift in 
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life from old patterns toward a new way of seeing that 
involves the symbolic death of the ego. 

In any event, the fate of Maldek is a sobering reminder 
of the consequences of being unable, or unwilling, to 
change direction in the face of obvious danger. 

However, if one survives such a cataclysm relatively 
intact, it does present an opportunity to begin anew.

Like the Tower card in a traditional tarot deck, Maldek 
symbolizes the tearing down or coming apart of events. 

Though this card can mean we are caught in a down- 
ward spiral of self-destruction, it normally signifies that it is 
sometimes necessary for our plans to fall apart before we 
can finally see the naked path that would be best for us to 
take. Too much structure and rigidity, when we are faced 
with the inevitable tide of change, can cause our inflexible 
facades to snap and crumble, plummeting us into dark 
despair. 

We must learn to bend like a sapling in the wind if we 
are to thrive. A complete spiritual, mental, emotional, and 
even physical inventory of our condition must be taken to 
assess our ability to adapt. 

This card cautions that if our energy becomes too scat- 
tered, spinning off in too many directions at once, we must 
pull ourselves together. We need to become more cohesive 
and holistic in our approach or our dreams could shatter 
upon the rocks of our egotistical insistence. 

Habits can sometimes be difficult to change. By allow- 
ing things to come crashing down, we can give ourselves a 
chance to clear away the debris and start over with a clean 
slate. 


SOL 6: 


JUPITER

Excerpt from the survey of the Sol star system: 


he entire survey team decided that one word describes 

Jupiter best: immense! We don’t need to rely on psy- 
chotronic scans to know this is the “Lord of Worlds” in this 
system. In fact, our measurements reveal that if Jupiter had 
been slightly more massive in its original inception, it 
would likely have ignited into a companion star for Sol. 

It is impressive nonetheless: a gigantic gaseous planet of 
churning, colored cloud bands and enormous cyclonic 
storms. The most notable of these titanic hurricanes, a great 
reddish spot, is easily three times the size of Earth, and all 
the remaining planets in the system could fit within 
Jupiter’s expansive bulk. 

Energetically, the sixth world is the symbol of knowl- 
edge and administration, of power and wisdom, although 
these attributes can quickly flip toward the self-righteous 
rigidity of a demagogue, maniacally corrupting the weak of 
will. Earth natives call such despots “tin-plated gods,” and, 
thus, with regard to its dark potential, tin is the appropriate 
metal of Jupiter. 

In summation, it can be seen that if Jupiter energy wish- 
es to retain its balanced orbit, it must not throw its weight 
around. Rather, it needs to expand its influence through 
educated management of its considerable power and 
resources. 
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When the Jupiter card appears, announcing the planet's 
great presence, we are made aware of influential energies 
that organize all elements into their proper positions for 
power and success. Influences of this magnitude require an 
“oath of office” to insure that power is used responsibly and 
with integrity. 

Absolute power will not corrupt absolutely unless the 
seeds of corruptible beliefs have already been planted with- 
in us. Only the purest conductor can carry the highest ener- 
gy. Any elements not in perfect attunement will create 
resistance, leading to a complete meltdown and an inability 
to withstand the consequences of such discord. 

This card instructs us to make wise use of all our 
resources and to remember that the proper delegation of 
power and responsibility is the mark of inspired orchestra- 
tion. Trying to impose an egocentric control over every ran- 
dom factor indicates lack of faith in the conditions we have 
attracted that already contain the necessary ingredients for 
success. Maintaining a sure but light touch at the controls 
allows us to shift course at a moment's notice should our 
goals unexpectedly change. 

The card of Jupiter holds the promise of great expan- 
sion, both of self and resources. It is a powerful sign that 
anything is possible. Only we can limit those possibilities 
by imposing too many restrictions on our limitless imag- 
inations.

SATURN

Bs though all the gas-giant planets in this system have 
rings, Sol 7, or Saturn, is adorned with the most magnifi- 
cent rings this survey team has ever encountered. The mil- 
lions of chunks of ice that form the rings glitter like crystal 
in Sol’s light, giving Saturn a truly royal air. 

The etheric information we have accessed names lead as 
the metal of Saturn. This is a curious irony, for Saturn’s 
chemical composition makes it the lightest of this system’s 
planets. However, our sensors indicate that the planet's core 
may be quite dense, and this would make for a more under- 
standable association with the heavy element. 

The elegant, highly organized rings are symbolic of 
structure and form—the foundations of things upon which 
further growth is determined. This capacity to organize also 
speaks of clarity and farsightedness—talents at the heart 
of advice, wise counsel, and proper planning. Taken to 
extremes, however, this orderly aspect could invoke exces- 
sive discipline and inflexibility. 

Our scans are also quick to recognize that those who 
exhibit the showy brilliance of Saturn can easily be blinded 
by their own beauty, becoming overly self-confident, cold, 
and removed from others. With appropriate balance, how- 
ever, Saturn symbolizes an all-encompassing, radiant influ- 
ence that surrounds a highly evolved consciousness that is 
sensitive on the outside and solid at the core. 
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Drawing the outstanding symbol of the Saturn card 
motivates us to get our affairs in order. It advises us to 
make certain that all important considerations are clearly 
laid out and that everyone involved knows where they 
stand and what they re expected to do. 

This does not mean analyzing everything to death, but 
rather having a distinct vision of how things must come 
together. Our guiding image will then act as a template 
wherein all factors and diverse talents can automatically fall 
into place with minimal thought or supervision. 

It is suggested that we both give and pay attention to 
ideas and advice that could help solidify the big picture. In 
the process, however, we need to be careful to avoid at- 
tempts to take the power of others or give our power away. 

The Saturn card shows us that we are surrounded by all 
that we require and that we may need to search within the 
different layers of our being to become aware of the abilities 
we innately contain. Though it is good to be recognized for 
our gifts, we must also be mindful that it does not always 
serve us to be the center of attention. Natural charm and 
beauty are more often enhanced by graceful humility and a 
genuine desire to be of service. 

Summoning Saturn also means it is time to assess the 
basic structure of our lives. Do our relationships, our jobs, 
and our living spaces really offer us the opportunities that 
encourage creativity, growth, and new challenges? Are we 
living up to our soul’s true purpose by being fully who we 
are? Drawing the Saturn card may mean it is time for a 
philosophical examination of our lives and being bold 
enough to make the changes we know will allow us to live 
our deepest truths. 


SOL 8: 


CHIRON 


Log of the survey ship Wanderer. 
Excerpt from the survey of the Sol star system: 


DE 8, which the Earth's inhabitants have only recently 
named Chiron, is a small, asteroidlike minor planet 
between Saturn and Uranus, two gas giants. 

Like the asteroid belt, Chiron symbolizes a type of 
threshold to be crossed—a bridge linking the physical ener- 
gy of Saturn with the metaphysical qualities of Uranus. lt 
acts as a sort of transitional gate, a fulcrum of balance 
between the paradoxical qualities of the inner and outer 
worlds. 

Our sensors indicate that Chiron may have found its 
present orbit after being dislodged from its residence in this 
system’s outer band of asteroids called Oort's Cloud. If so, 
then Chiron represents a very new energy as far as the plan- 
ets go and might signal that the Sol system is going through 
an important transition at present. 

Chiron and the outer planets beyond Saturn were 
unknown to the ancient inhabitants of Earth. No metallic 
associations were made for them when they were discov- 
ered since that practice ended some time ago. 

However, Chiron follows Saturn in sequence and repre- 
sents transition. The metal of Saturn is lead and the first 
transitional element following lead in the periodic table of 
elements is called actinium. This might mean that some 
action is required to smoothly facilitate whatever transition 
is in progress. 
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Chiron’s tiny form, perched between two such enor- 
mous worlds, make it the symbolic “eye of the needle.” This 
means its energy compresses and focuses events, allowing 
passage to the next level only when all clutter has been 
stripped away. 

Our psychotronic projector has ascertained that Chiron 
is the archetypal reflection of the transformational cycle 
now dominant within this system as characterized by the 
spiritual awakening of the inhabitants of Sol 3. This is, 
therefore, a time of great potential and promise, but we do 
not envy them the physical, emotional, mental, and spiritu- 
al lessons they will learn during this shift. That this will be a 
“character building” experience is an understatement. 

We have observed a curious synchronicity in that 
Chiron has the same fifty-year orbit around Sol that the 
white dwarf star Sirius B, called Digitaria by some Earth 
inhabitants, has around its primary star, Sirius. This similar- 
ity of vibrational and size relationship signals that Chiron, 
like Sirius B, represents the inner eye that opens the mind, 
initiating it to a higher level of conscious awareness and 


choice.

In receiving the Chiron card, we are shown the way 
from problem to solution by viewing the circumstances as 
opportunity rather than impediment. 

Though a small, or minor, planet, Chiron’s energy is 
extremely potent. Like a homeopathic remedy, a small dose 
of Chiron’s vibration can initiate widespread healing. As the 
symbol of transition, Chiron points out that just the right 
pressure applied at the precise spot can cause massive 
transformation in our state of being and, subsequently, the 
quality of our experiences. In other words, less is sometimes 
more. 
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As with all shifts, we cannot change merely a portion of 
ourselves; we must make the journey as whole beings. 
Thus, Chiron calls us to open ourselves to our deepest 
pain—our wounded selves—in order to undertake a thor- 
ough self-assessment, integrate what we need, and leave 
behind whatever beliefs and behavior patterns are not con- 
ducive to where we are headed. The “extra baggage” can- 
not fit into our new paradigm. In Earth’s ancient mythology, 
Chiron was a centaur who was known as the “Wounded 
Healer.” 

This is a time for refinement—an ascension from the 
lower energies to the higher. This is like the alchemist's 
symbolic transmutation of lead into gold, which, though 
perhaps a literal pursuit, chiefly represented the growth of 
spirit from a base to a more evolved vibration of light. It 
may be time to transition from simply being students and 
realize that we have gifts of experience and wisdom to 
share and teach. 

Last, but far from least, Chiron means “hand.” The ele- 
ment actinium, which we have associated with Chiron, is 
similar to the word “action.” This seems an appropriate cor- 
relation considering that our hands are what we take action 
with. Thus it “rules” all created works, including the 
Contact Cards themselves! 

If Chiron has been conjured at this time, then a deeper 
meaning can be gleaned from each symbol represented by 
the spread of the cards and choices can be made for great 
and lasting change in our lives. A suggestion would be to 
use Chiron as the first card of a new full-spiral spread to see 
how that change might manifest. 


SOL 9: 


URANUS

Excerpt from the survey of the Sol star system: 


1 first world beyond the transitional bridge of Chiron is 
exactly what one would expect to find: a planet of unex- 
pected strangeness. 

First of all, the axis of Uranus is radically tipped toward 
Sol, creating not north and south poles, but east and west 
poles instead. In addition, like Venus, Uranus rotates on its 
axis in the opposite direction from most planets in this sys- 
tem. Because of its distance from Sol and its eccentric incli- 
nation, each Uranian hemisphere spends more than four 
decades in darkness before spending the next four receiving 
Sol’s light. 

We scan that the depths of this world border on the 
chaos of the unconscious mind. It is associated with ener- 
getic, insightful, and even scientific breakthrough that accel- 
erates progress. 

However, in an unstable environment, these propensi- 
ties of individuality and nonconformity can lead to wild 
and unpredictable circumstances of insane proportions. 
Within the realm of Uranus’s rule there is either genius or 
madness, shamans or shams. 

While surveying Uranus, our craft experienced sudden 
short circuits and surges of electrical energy. We attribute 
this to feedback in our psychically sensitive scanners—a 
sure sign of Uranus’s connection with metaphysical matters. 

This is a world of sweeping and revolutionary change. 
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Tapping its titanic energy opens surprising channels of 
information that once allowed to flow may be impossible to 
turn off. The extreme conditions of light and dark that mark 
Uranus’s orbit symbolize the fine line between insight and 
evolution or anarchy and annihilation.

When Uranus deigns to pay a visit, we should expect 
the unexpected. Upheavals in social consciousness and 
increased sensitivity to previously hidden undercurrents of 
change mark the energy of this card. 

This is a highly charged, psychic symbol that taps into 
the chaos that precedes all creation—that bubbling caldron 
of potentiality from which we sample our sensate realities. 

Uranian energy moves in a contrary way, opposite to 
the general flow of society and what it often holds to be 
common sense. This is the energy that sees beyond the nor- 
mal. Its elemental namesake, uranium, is able to radiate 
energy that penetrates most barriers. Similarly, Uranus pen- 
etrates the veils surrounding secrets and allows us to peer 
into larger realms and access higher knowledge. 

Just as each half of Uranus spends forty years in dark- 
ness and then forty years in light, this card symbolizes the 
average forty-year cycle of human transformation that cul- 
minates in what is often called “mid-life crisis.” However, 
this transition does not need to be experienced as a crisis. 
Drawing this card can inspire us to embrace the changes in 
our lives with eager vitality as we come out of the darkness 
or confusion of our youth and enter a cycle of clarity and 
wisdom. 


SPL 10: 


NEPTUNE

Excerpt from the survey of the Sol star system: 


n appearance, Sol 10, called Neptune, is very similar to 

Sol 9, Uranus. They are about the same size and coloration, 
being bluish-green, although Neptune's axis is of relatively 
normal, north-south inclination. 

Neptune’s orbit is almost perfectly circular, which aligns 
well with its water symbolism in that a drop of water forms 
a perfect sphere in the gravity-free void of deep space. Our 
scanners take this water analogy further, extending Nep- 
tune’s harmonic to all things liquid, including music and 
movement that flows in natural rhythms. 

Currents, whether in the sea or in the air, are within the 
auspices of Neptune and determine the direction and, thus, 
the outcome of all endeavors immersed in its vibration. Just 
as schools of fish live in the ocean or flocks of birds traverse 
the skies, so does Neptune guide groups in their quests. 

And as water has many different states of being, 
Neptune symbolizes imagination, emotion, and illusion, 
each respectively representing distinct, transitional, and 
ethereal qualities of perception. 

The shadow side of Neptune is like a stagnant pond. 
The penchant for group conformity can quickly suppress 
all individual ability and initiative, thus sacrificing self- 
empowerment. 

We have decided to move on before our survey ship's 
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agenda is clouded by Neptune’s influential pull and our 
crew drowns in a sea of dreams.

If Neptune is flowing in our direction, it is advanta- 
geous to get in touch with our imagination and sense of 
timing. It is important to become keenly aware of the direc- 
tion in which we are being pulled by the currents of the 
events in our lives. 

This card calls for us to become more fluid—to navigate 
around the obstacles by adopting a more giving or yielding 
nature.

The Mandelbrot points out that cause and effect, initia- 
tion and outcome, and the means and the end are all one 
concept. There is no process by which we can learn to live 
life except in the living of it. 

This card is also a strong symbol of synchronicity, where 
we can take note that the so-called coincidences in our lives 
are not really random accidents, but the logical orchestra- 
tions of our choices. Free will sets up our destinies, and it is 
our destiny to exercise our free will. We are the creators of 
our self-fulfilling prophecies. 

We create all the realities we experience, and in mani- 
festing the Mandelbrot, we can expand into the realization 
that our underlying belief equations will always generate 
only the reality that fits the template we have created. Each 
time we change any variable within the formula of our defi- 
nitions of life, we immediately alter the outcome across the 
board. 

However, just as the Mandelbrot curves back upon 
itself, each fractal part being identical no matter how large 
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or small, we are reminded that we cannot base the changes 
within us on whether the exterior reality has changed or 
not. We must respond differently to the reality, even if it 
appears the same as before, in order to know we are truly 
different. Once we have mastered that positive attitude, the 
exterior world is then free to conform to our balanced and 
peaceful selves.
